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Aiming High 

If you are an observer, even a poor one, you have most 
likely noticed that during the past three years East New 
York has been trying to raise its scholastic level and 
“social standing.” 

Our first major step was to introduce a new tech¬ 
nical course into the school — the Machine Design 
and Construction Course — which was recently ap¬ 
proved by the State Education Department. Students 
wishing to major in this course must first pass an exam¬ 
ination, one similar to the estrance examinations given by 
Brooklyn Tech and Stuyvesant High Schools. This step 
led very naturally to our second step. Since we now had 
a state approved technical course, we asked and were 
granted permission to add the words and Technical to our 
school's name. Another change occurred this September 
when a French course was added to our curriculum. 

Our most recent advance, which took years of planning, 
was realized only a few weeks ago when East New York 
received its Federal Aviation Agency charter. This enables 
graduates of the Aviation course to receive F.A.A. diplo¬ 
mas, which automatically qualify them for admission to 
the F.A.A. examination for power plant mechanic. 

During the past few years East New York has also 
become host to many new clubs and organizations. We 
now have a “city” type of student government, “charm 
courses” for seniors—given by Mrs. Nosby, Mr. Camson, 
and Dr. Dorin, a Future Teacher's Club, the Crossroads 
Chapter of the National Honor Society, the Alpha (Honor) 
Society, a Sea and an Air Explorer Unit, a Key Club, a 
Longfellows Club, a Choral Group, and a Marching Band. 

Your support is needed if our new program and organ¬ 
izations are to maintain us as a “top” school. 

If you haven't yet made a resolution to get down to 
work or to join another club or team, this is the season 
for doing it. It will certainly help to make your new year 
a happy one.

F.A.A. Approval . . 


John Martakis, an East New York 
student, expressed special thanks to 
all the distinguished people who have 
aided E.N.Y. in meeting the stand¬ 
ards of the Federal Aviation Agency. 

The approval, which was based on 
equipment, course of study and quali¬ 
fied teachers, makes E.N.Y. one of the 
only two public high schools in the 
city which can offer the diploma. This 
approval is very important because 
now qualified students are entitled to 
take the F.A.A. powerplant mechan¬ 
ics' examination. All major airlines re¬ 
quire that F.A.A. certified mechanics 
work on their airplanes. Ordinarily, 
work in industry for a period of time 
(at least 16 months) is required be¬ 
fore a person can take the certifying 
examination. The students experience 
at E.N.Y. will be accepted in lieu of 
trade experience. 

The F.A.A. in granting E.N.Y. this 
certificate has advanced the reputa¬ 
tion of the school, and the value of its 
services to the students, the commun¬ 
ity, and the entire field of aviation.

and the requirements for entering a 
teachers' college. 

The first part of the conference was 
a general assembly, of which the 
chairman was Mr. Philip Becker, As¬ 
sistant Superintendent, Vocational 
High School Division. 

The first speaker was Frank Woehr, 
principal of Queens Aviation, who 
gave instructions to the assembly on 
their behavior while in the school. 

Mr. Becker then introduced Dr. 
Peters of Buffalo State Teachers Col¬ 
lege. Dr. Peters explained the role of 
an industrial arts teacher as an ap¬ 
prentice from industry to high school 
students. 

The next speaker was Dr. Van Tas¬ 
sel of New York State University, 
who explained the qualifications of an 
industrial arts teacher. 

The chairman then introduced Dr. 
Storm of Oswego State Teachers Col¬ 
lege, who gave many statistics on in¬ 
dustrial arts education. He said that 
in upstate New York there are 228,000 
students majoring in industrial arts, 
but only 1945 teachers of the subject. 
These teachers average $6,760 for a 
ten-month period. The average pay 
of a beginning teacher is $4,530. He 
talked about many opportunities for 
advancement and then explained why 
he likes teaching. 

Dr. Storm was followed by Dr. 
McDermott of the City College of 
New York, who spoke about the ad¬ 
vantages of a teacher's life.

One important resolution 
that was voted upon was the admis¬ 
sion of Red China to the U.N. The 
majority voted to admit her. A reso¬ 
lution on censoring movies and litera¬ 
ture that are exported, was made and 
approved. A student said that in 
Ireland they have a false image of us; 
they picture us as all wearing black 
leather jackets and belonging to 
gangs. These false images are evi¬ 
dent not just in Ireland, but in many 
other countries. 

Upon leaving the panel rooms the 
delegates went to the grand ballroom 
where they were served lunch. After 
eating they listened to the speakers 
and honored guests including James 
J. Wadsworth, U.S. Ambassador to 
the U.N.; Robert F. Wagner, Mayor 
of N.Y.; Charles H. Silver, president 
of the Board of Education; Dr. John 
J. Theobold, superintendent of schools; 
Stephen P. Kennedy, Police Commis¬ 
sioner of N.Y.; Dr. C. Frederick 
Schools; Harry Hershfiield, columnist 
and raconteur; Hinson Stiles, manag¬ 
ing editor, N.Y. Mirror; and Sidney 
Panzer, promotion editor of Youth 
Forum Direction.

The entertainment that 
followed included Janice Harper, Paul 
Winchell and Jerry Mahoney, and 
Dick Roman.

42 Press Delegates 
Tour T.A. Shops

Press representatives from 42 New 
York City High Schools attended a 
luncheon meeting sponsored by the 
Transit Authority and then toured 
the world’s most modern bus overhaul 
shop. 

Through the editors, the Transit 
Authority aimed to familiarize stu¬ 
dents in each represented High School 
with the cost of the vandalism perpet¬ 
rated by a few irresponsible students. 
Each year these thoughtless individ¬ 
uals indirectly force taxpayers, their 
parents among them, to pay two to 
three hundred thousand dollars, for 
the damages they caused while riding 
the buses. 

Assistant General Superintendent 
of the Transit Authority Surface 
Lines Jack Belsky, who spoke 
briefly at the luncheon, pointed out 
that every day 1,920 buses are oper¬ 
ated and serve 1,200,000 passengers. 
Last year the buses carried approxi¬ 
mately 190,000 students daily. Mr. 
Belsky described the care taken to 
keep this fleet of buses running effi¬ 
ciently. Over $150,000,000 was spent 
on new buses and on working facili¬ 
ties for repair. 

The T.A. also has its own radio 
station, KEA491, which is used to 
contact 41 patrol cars and 41 radio 
contact repair cars. These cars direct 
buses onto another route in case of 
fire or an accident. 

All bus drivers are expertly trained 
in driving and they have to take spe¬ 
cial tests to qualify for their positions. 
Three thousand bus drivers have op¬ 
erated buses for more than 212 work¬ 
ing days without one accident, which 
is an excellent record. These bus 
drivers have received awards for their 
carefulness and courtesy. 

Remember you are helping yourself, 
your parents, your city and those hard 
working bus drivers, when you board 
buses manfully and ride them with 
respect.
